He does not be- 

lieve in. kid glove methods in handling 

violators of laws, moral, business or statute. He 

illustrated’ his attitude recently by telling this 
story: . 

“When I had the garbage contract in St. 
Louis, we had a great deal of trouble with negro 
drivers who would abuse their mules. The su- 
perintendent was continually discharging the 
drivers and hiring new ones. This caused con- 
fusion because the new men did not know their 
routes or their duties. It was demoralizing to be 
changing the force all the time but we could not 
have our mules treated cruelly. 

“Finally I decided to take a hand. I told the 
superintendent that I would attend to discharg- 
ing the men the next day and I was on hand at 
the stable when the drivers came in with their 
wagons. I asked the superintendent if there 


were any drivers to be discharged that night and: 


he said there were about a dozen. He pointed 
them out to me and I said to them: ‘Put up your 
teams and come back here!’ 

“They put up their teams and came back ex- 
pecting to be discharged. When they got back I 
was there with a ball bat and I hit each of them 
a jolt over the head. ‘Now you go to work again 
tomorrow,’ I, said, ‘and if you abuse your mules 
you will get something worse tomorrow night.’ 

“The next night it was the same, only there 
were not so many culprits. Within a week there 
was a great change. He had no more complaints 
of cruelty to the mules and we had no troubles 
with drivers who did not know their routes. In- 
stead of firing negroes I whipped a few “ them 
and I cured them/completely.”

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FINDING THE ROGUES. 

The Ice Trust’s king is under sentence of 15 
years in the penitentiary; the Heinzes are under 
indictment for hiding corporation records for the 
purpose of defeating justice. The Steel Trust was 
the beneficiary of a suspension of the law that its 
monopoly might be perfected and the Sugar Trust 
is generally guilty of everything from perfunc- 
tory violation of the anti-trust statute to common 
swindling and stealing. 

Compilation of the list of offenses of our finan- 
ciers, corporations, trusts and captains of indus- 
try would be wasteful and humiliating. It would 
show them in varying stages of conventional obe- 
dience to the law, indifference to it and defiance 
of it. The Standara Oil Co. hag been attacked 
and ousted from several states, The Tobacco 
Trust has been convicted and bas appealed. Doz- 
ens of railroads have been fined for rebating 
and dozens of firms and individuals have been 
fined for accepting rebates. But there seems to 
have been no falling into disrespect. 

Time has mellowed the offenses of Morse and 
transformed them into misfortunes, The Heinzes 
are regarded as snrewd manipulators. The author 
of the square deal, who was also the missionary 
of the new commercial honesty; was an indis- 
pensable agent in perfecting the Steel Trust’s 
monopoly. The Sugar Trust, in the face of proved 
charges of swindling the Government and a con- 
fession of contumacious disregard of the Sher- 
man law—at which it is alleged two “trust-bust- 
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good society and has its monopoly sustained by a 
tariff-making Congress. 

Under such circumstances are we not justified 
in refusing to accept Dr. Woodrow Wilson’s as- 
sertions that while the results of our business ac- 
tivities have been bad, it comes from the applica- 
tion of honest greed? “What has not been suf- 
ficiently noticed and emphasized,” he said in 
his baccalaureate sermon at Princeton, “is that 
most of those colossal processes of wealth which 
have now fallen under our condemnation were 
conducted by honest men, who were keeping 
within the bounds of the law. There were rogues 
among them, of course, but no more than any age 
will show, and they were almost always reject- 
ed by their comrades when they were found to 
be rogues.” 

The concluding sentence is saving, It is also 
a ruthless indictment of the whole scheme. Our 
great business men are honest and accepted and 
glorified until they are found to be rogues, What 
is the process of discovery? Is it in operation? 
If it is, to what extent? 
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Now that Texas has learned to make bread of 
cotton seed meal it will be rejoiced to learn, that 
the meal is dutiable at 20 per cent ad valorem 
under the Dingley law. It’s astonishing how 
tariffs anticipate. 
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THE SUPERIOR PERSON. 

One of the rules of life of the late Edward 
Hverett Hale was, “Speak every day with some- 
one whom you know to be your superior.” Pos- 
siblgssome of those superior persons in the Sen- 
ate @hamber with whom Dr. Hale was wont to 
“crony,” knowing of this rule, felt themselves 
flattered by his conversations with them. 

But a man of Edward Hale’s depth of mind 
could afford to allow anyone who wished to be 
so flattered. For him the “superior person” was 
doubtless something other than the merely in- 
tellectually able man or the high official or leg- 
islator. The average man, thinking superficially, 
will almost invariably conceive of his superior as 
one above him in social position, in official rank, 
or in brain power. Any or all of these might 
be his superior. 

There is a superiority, however, which is too 
much ignored—that of moral worth—which is to 
be found in all sorts of places and under all sorts 
of conditions, but which does not intrude itself 
upon the notice as do other forms of superiority. 
The poet Wordsworth discovered a “superior per- 
son” of this sort in his wanderings and summed 
up his impressions in the following lines: 

* * * “When he had ended

There are more reports that the War Depart- 
ment is prepared for a third occupation of Cuba. 
The people of this country expect it, Cuba is ac- 
customed to it and any slight excuse may end 
Cuba’s career of independence, not because Cuba 





is not getting along as well as might be expected, |. 


but because it is very easy to bring a universal 
expectation to realization. , 

Cuba is in financial difficulties. Nothing else 
seems to be the trouble. She is afflicted with the 
same ailment as the United States, most of the 
states and cities thereof and two-thirds of the na- 
tions of the world. But if Cuba’s difficulties 
manifest themselves in political disorders, she 
will lose her independence. If the people actively 
protest against extravagance, high taxes or fool 
tariffs, Cuba libre will become -a tradition. We 
will impose our superior knowledge on her for 
her benefit, We may not be able to run our 
own affairs with honesty, efficiency or satisfac- 
tion. We may have deficits, riots, insurgents, 
extravagant expenditures, graft tariffs and ridic- 
ulous and unenforceable laws, but we can do fow 
Cuba what we cannot do for ourselves, perhaps. 

Governing alien peoples is a specialty in which 
we excel. By instantly killing or imprisoning 
freedom-seeking Filipinos and bribing and cod- 
dling the rest we maintain a condition of half- 
peace there. By taking away from the Porto 
Ricans the rights they enjoyed for 88 years and 
reducing them to the condition of a subject race 
we have proved our ability to govern. Doubtless 
by agafn occupying Cuba we would exhibit our 
charity. But if we took permane it possession of 
the island would the Sugar Trust permit Congress 
to enact a law admitting sugar from Cuba free of 
duty?

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ENGLAND IN DECLINE. 

Lord Charles Beresford’s sensational speech on 
the physical degeneration and hysteria of the 
British race is not without the support of evi- 
dence made public as long ago as the South Af- 
rican War. He himself quotes Lord Roberts who 
told him that 40 to 60 per cent of army recruits 
were physically unfit.

Only by discarding 
artificial and unhuman’ conditions, so that nat- 
ural humanity can grow naturally without any 
stimulus but that supplied by the natural im- 
pulse to grow and act nobly, can any nation 
keep itself in condition ready at all times for 
great occasions.

ENCOURAGEMENT IN DISCOURAGEMENT. 

Statistics collocted by the Technical World Mag- 

azone show that “more than 100,000 children 
of school age are annually laid prostrate by the 
three preventable diseases of diphtheria, tubercu- 
losis and scarlet fever, and 20,000 of these illness- 
es terminate fatally.” Moreover, 15,000 cases of 
contagious eye diseases were found in the New 
York schools, and 65,000 children were excluded 
from the schools because suffering from other 
transmissible diseases. 
_ ‘The facts point to a serious condition. But in 
the mere collection and publication of the facts 
there is encouragement. Disease has go: the start 
of society because hitherto there has been no con- 
certed attempt to fight it. But within the past 
few years the work has attracted thousands of 
competent men and women who are organized and 
well directed. They are gett:ng the facts and 
looking for remedies. Public authority and pri- 
vate enterprise unite in this work and have begun 
a campaign for health which is bound to result in 
the extinction of many dreadful diseases and the 
mitigation of many more. 

The greatest bar, of course, to progress to 
health is the social and industrial conditions un- 
der which men and women must work. It is fool- 
ish to expect to prevent consumption among peco- 
ple who work ten hours a day in a dust-filled fac- 
tory, or to save from other diseases the people 
who must breathe noxious gases of all sorts while 
earning their living. But these conditions are 








‘giving way slowly, very slowly, to the deniand of 


public opinion enlightened by the organizations 
which lay bare the facts in all their hideousness. 

Thus it is publicity which is to save the health 
of the race. What is hidden is revealed, what is 
eoncealed is laid open to view and no industrial 
interest is so strong that it can long cover up 
conditions of labor which make for death and in.

When President Hugo Wurdack of the 
Light and Development Co. returns to 
St. Louis this week, President Reber 
will inform him of the Board's decision 
to refuse permission to use the streets. 

The Light and Development Co.'s ap- 
Plication for a permit has been pending 
with the Board for several months. 
Twice the City Counselor has held that 
the company’s franchise, purchased 
from Aloe & Hernstein, to whom it was 
franted about twenty years ago, is 
valid. 


Grast Another Franchise, 

Recognizing the rights of the West 
End Light and Power Co., under a 
franchise exactly parallel with that of 
the Light and Development Co., the 
Board has already given the former con- 
cern a permit to distribute and sell cur- 
rent In the district between King’s high- 
way, Lindell boulevard, Laclede ave- 
nue and. Sarah street, and along Grand 
avenue between Manchester and Baston 
avenues, 
It is to prevent the use of this _fran- 
chise and permit that Circuit Attorney 
Jones, at the instance of Mayor Kreis- 
mann and Peptha D. Howe, has begun a 
proceeding in the Circuit Court. Mayor 
Kreismann says he will take equal 
measures to withdraw the privileges 
claimed. by the Light and Development 
Co. 
Former City Counselor Bates held that 
the Light and Development Co.’ is en- 
titled to a permit, but it is believed that 
City Counselor Walther has advised 
Mayor Kreismann differently. 


Ground for Opposition. 
Members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements justify thelr opposition to 
the Light -and Development Co. 
on the ground that its franchise was 
once used and abandoned. That fact, 
in connection with the previous and sub- 
sequent nonuser, they, contend, invali- 
dates the franchise. The former City 
Counselor did not take that view of the 
matter. 

Consumers of electricity were hope- 
ful that the invasion of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co.’s field by 
competitors would bring relief from the 
present monopoly. 


Good Competition Planned, 

Granting good faith and official co- 
operation the Light and Development 
Company appeared to be in a good po- 
sition to compete with the Union. Hugo 
Wurdack, president of the company, 
was formerly manager of the manufac- 
turing department of the Laclede Pow- 
er company, one of the concerns ab- 
sorbed by the Union. H. W. Beck, an- 
other officer of the Light and Develop- 
mént company, was for a long time sec- 
retary of the Laclede cofmpany, and W. 
A. Smith was contract agent for the 
Laclede, They and their attorney, Eu- 
gene Slevin, claimed large financial 
backing and pledged an independent, 
competitive business. 

The West Erid company’s president is 
J. D. Dana, a large operator in real es- 
tate. Attorney C. L. Swarts is secre- 
tary of the company and Arthur Kloos, 
a member of the firm of Browning, 
King & Co., itg treasurer. 


Lawyers Predict Trouble. 

It is believed among lawyers that the 
Circuit Attorney will have great difft- 
culty in nullifying the West End Co.’s 
franchise. Acting on the advice of City 
Counselor Bates, the Board of Public 
Improvements has already given the 
company permission to erect poles and 
string wires. That was a recognition 
of the franchise, 

Since then the Circuit Court has prac- 
tically sustained the company’s right 
to operate under the franchise, and the 
Board of Equalization has assessed it 
at a valuation of $600,000. 

The discovery of the franchise is an 
almost romantic feature of what is 
otherwise a dull story of money and 
business. 

Found Among O14 Papers. 

The bit of paper that is now regarded 
by the city and State as virtual title 
to the streets of St. Louis, was found by 
Daniel C. Young, a former employe of 
Browning, King & Co., a year and @ 
half ago. Mr. Young had been with the 
firm for many years and on his retire- 
ment took with him a lot of old pa- 
pers relating to his firm's business. 

Among these was the permit original- 
ly granted to Browning, King & Co. to 
operate a lighting plant and furnish 
current to other users. This permit was 
issued after the company had complied 
with an ordinance passed in 1884, by 
filing a bond with the City Register, and 
accepting the terms of the ordinance. 

Young took the paper to Attorney Carl 
Otto, who pronounced it a valuable 
franchise. The rights which the paper 
covered were later sold to the West End 
Light and Power Co. for $60,000 —

The Mayor will be a bigger man than 
the President, in St. Louls during Cen- 
tennial week. This does not mean ’*mere- 
ly Mayor Kreismann. It means the 
Mayor of Ash Grove, Mo., the Mayor of 
Sheboygan, Wis., the Mayor of Kenne- 
bunkport, Me. Any mayor is indicated 
in this diagnosis. The committee is 
getting up elaborately engraved invita- 
tions to each and ewery mayor in the 
United States, from McClellan of New 
York, to McSwatt of Tadpole, Ark. 
There are “uppards’’ of 3000 of these 
mayors. Missouri herself supplies 285 
of them. The committee estimates that 
at least 1000 mayors will come and be 
seen, to be shown and show them- 
selyes. 

One whole day is to be devoted to the 
reception, classification, disposition and 
glorification of the Mayor. All will be 
classified, of course, simply as mayors, 
‘for to be a mayor is going to be the 
highest honor of all, inasmuch as the 
centennial is to commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the in- 
corporation of St. Louis. When a place 
is incorporated a mayor is a natural and 
necessary consequence. He is for the 
brief term of his mayoralty the Big 
Thing in his town. No matter where 
he comes from, if he is a mayor, he 
will be the Big Thing in St. Louis, be- 
cause the coming centennial celebra- 
tion is to apotheosize the municipality. 

As each mayor arrives, he will be met 
by a Reception Committee of the Civic 
League. He will be escorted to the City 
Hall. There he will be introduced to th: 
Mayor of St. Louis. 

‘‘Mayor McSwatt of Tadpole, 
Mayor Kreismann.” 

‘‘Dee-light-Ted to meet you, 
McSwatt. What’ll you have?” 

Forthwith, Mayor McSwatt will be es- 
corted to a swell hotel and assigned to 
quarters. Whatever the Mayor’ll have 
will be forthcoming. 

It's on the house—St. Louis. 

This is to be the first time in the his- 
tcry of the world when ‘the dimensions 
ot the Mayor of Tadpole will exceed 
those of President Taft, whose dimen- 
sions are liberal. 

Huge Banquet for Mayors. 

Wednesday night of Centennial week, 
which opens Oct. 8, there is to be a 
mayors’ banquet. It is promised by the 
committee that this will be the biggest 
banquet ever devoured in St. Louis. 
Plates are in sight for approximately 
2200 persons, with glasses for all who are 
not Prohibitionists. The gallery of the 
Coliseum will be brilliant with belles in 
full society uniform. The boxes will be 
occupied by the social elect, to watch 
the mayors eat. There will be post- 
prandial oratory. 

And in one of the magnificent parades 
of the week the mayor will march in the 
van—1000 of him—with Mayor McSwatt 
in front and Mayor McClellan (or prob- 
ably Acting Mayor McGowan, his under- 
study) in the rear of the mayoralty 
column, just to show that being Mayor 
of New York, for this occasion, is no 
bigger than being Mayor of Tadpole.

States, but in the world. The fact is 
not questioned or disputed by anyone 
at all familiar with the hardware busi- 
ness. There is no other hardware mar- 
ket whose business will equal more than 
one-half of the business transacted in 
St. Louis; and St. Louis today is selling 
more hardware than Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia combined.” Modesty 
probably forbade Mr. Smith making the 
declaration that St. Louis contained the 
largest wholesale hardware house in the 
world, as he is one of the principal exec- 
utive officers of that particular estab- 


lishment. 

What was true when Mr. Smith made 
this declaration over his signature a few 
years ago, is the accepted fact today. As 
a hardware market in the sense of dis- 
tributing the wares of the business, St. 
Louis is in a class unto itself. There 
are other great marxets in this line of 
industry, but none of these, in their 
most prosperous showings, can approach 
thie city in volume and extent of trade. 
The territory of the local market is 
world-wide. Years ago, when orders 
came from Tokio, Hong Kong, Buenos 
Ayres and equally remote places, they 
Caused great surprise In the market. 
Today they are common. and cause no 
more comment than the ordinary domes- 
tic demands. | 

Beat Chicago 20 Years Ago. 

St. Louis got on the world’s hardware 
map in earnest over twenty years ago, 
when it forged ahead of Chicago. At 
the present day, the combined trade of 
Chicago, Kansas City, St. Paul and 


| Minneapolis scarcely equals that of this 


city. Such is the declaration of Mr. 
Saunders Norvell, president of the Nor- 
veli-Shapleigh Hardware Co., which !s 
the oldest establishment fn the United 
States, west of Philadelphia. 


Visitors -to the private office of Mr. 
Norvell will observe on his desk an odd- 
looking paper weight. It is an im- 
mense iron key, suggestive of the kind 
used for the dungeons in Middle Ages. 
It is nine inches long and weighs not 
less than two pounds. It was the key 
to the door of the first wholesale hard- 
ware house established in the city of 
St. Louis, or in any other city west of 
the Allegheny Mountains, and the pro- 
prietor of that business was A. IF’. Shap- 
leigh, who died but seven years ago, at 
the advanced age of 92 years. He was 
the pieneer of the wholesale trade in the 
West, and his sons, R. W. and A. L. 
Shapleigh, both high in the executive 
eouncilg of the Norvell-Shapleigh com- 
pany, began their business careers as 
boys, under his guidance. 


The Shapleigh business was founded 
in 1843; long before the railroad build- 
ers thought ef getting their lines this 
far west, and even before the steamboat 
service had been sufficiently perfected 
to make it reliable. Before the start of 
the venturesome Mr. Shapleigh, the 
hardware business was handled by the 
merchandise stores, in a retail way, and 
the announced plan of the founder to 
conduct a wholesale trade in hardware 


and® the business. of handling it is 50! 
thoroughly systematized that 90 per cent 
of the orders are packed and shipped 
on the same day that the houses receive 
them. This, of course, means, that im- 
mense stocks are carried in order t” 
supply any order. 

An Wlustration of the “get busy” 
methods of the local hardware trade 
was shown by an incident of very re- 
cent happening. A retail dealer in Tex- 
as had his entire establishment de- 
stroyed by fire, and without losing any 
time he rented another building, and 
proceeded to lay in a new stock in rec- 
ord-breaking time. He wired to the 5St. 
Louis house with which he had beea 
doing business that he was coming here 
and that he wanted the quickest ac- 
tion, He wrote his order, consisting of 
100 sheets, averaging 25 items to the 
page, and had it ready when the train 
reached Union Station. 

There Was a representative of th? 
house on the train with the Texan when 
he got in, the establishment having 
sent a man out to meet the speeding 
merchant a hundred miles or mord 
from the city. The train got in at 
noon, and at 6 o'clock the same day 
the entire stock ordered by the mer- 
chant, consisting of some 2500 different 
kinds of hardware, was loaded on a 
fast freight and started Texas-ward. 


Confidence Followed Panic. 

In 1874, the wholesale hardware men 
felt like celebrating because the trade 
for that year had run up to $4,000,009, 
despite the panic of 1873. Even at that 
time the leaders in the business were 
confident that St. Louis would eventu- 
ally become the greatest market for the 
jobbing of such wares in the country. 

In that year\the firms doing business 
here were: A. F. Shapleigh & Co., Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., McCombs, Keller & 
Byrns, Rashcoe, Miller & Co., Me- 
Laren, Williams & Co., Witte Hardware 
Co., E. Hilger & Co., and Julius W. 
Meyer & Co. Of this number, the re- 
maining houses are the Simmons 
Hardware Co., Norvell-Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co. and the Witte Hardware Co. 

The first catalogue issued by any 
house in the country west of Philadel- 
phia was @ paper-bound pamphlet is- 
sued by A. F. Shapleigh & Co. in 1853. 
In the séventies there were very few 
traveling salesmen in this line of busi- 
pess; today there are 600 men, repre- 
senting the houses in this city, and | 
more than 2500 men and women em- 
ployed in the stores, warehouses and 
offices. 

This city firmly established itself as 
the largest market about twenty years 
ago, when Chicago wes passed in the 
race. Before the war, Philadelphia was 
the big market, then came Cincinnati 
and Chicago in turn. About 1894 St. 





Louis made such large inroads on the 
trade of the North and Northwest, 


Chicago had  seubeeby handlea 
things, that the city by the lake had 
to step aside and hand the laurels to 
its southwestern rival. 7 

In the past 15 years the business has 
more than doubled, and still greater 
achievements are expected within the 
next fifteen. All of the Imnovations in 
the method of conducting this industry 
throughout the country owe their origin 
to St. Louis. 


Pioneers in Advertising. 

This was the first city to build its 
warehouses on the railrqad Ifne, and 
the first to issue complete general cat- 
alogues. It was the first market to 
send out special salesmen with special 
lines, likewise the first to have the 
salesmen carry the samples on their 
trips. It pioneered the custom of help- 
ing the retail trade advertise the wares 
by giving wide publicity to the brands 
under which they were sold by the 
wholesalers. The brands of the houses 
in this city were copyrighted many 
years since, and are known in every 
nook and corner of the country. , 


St. Louis was the first city ‘to intro- 
duce the model retail atore exhibit for 
the benefit of the retail trade. The big 
houses here have a complete retail store 
within their salesrooms, including stock, 
shelving, counters and all the other ar- 
ticles of equipment. This arrangement 
is for the instruction of the trade, as 
none of these houses do any retail busi- 
ness. St. Louis was likewise the first 
to adopt the profit-sharing system for 
the empioyes, and first also in arrang- 
ing modern, up-to-date accommodations 
for the men and women:.employed in the 
business. 


When the Missouri River was opened 
for navigation as far as Fort Benton, 
the first steamer making the trip car- 
ried a shipment from a local hardware 
house. A. F. Shapleigh was the shipper. 
Freight rates were so high in that 
period that the shippers could not af- 
ford to use straw in the packing, as 
that also counted in the weight. In Heu 
of the straw, they used gun wads, which 
had a market value and could be dis- 
posed of with the shipments. In the 
same era a traveling salesman was re- 
quired to spend a whole year covering 
his territory. 

A showing that is particularly grati- 
fying to the captains of this imdustry 
lies in the fact that St. Louis has stay- 
ed in every new territory she has creat- 
ed. She has never been driven out, but 
on the other hand has forced the com- 
petitor to withdraw. Another achieve- 
ment of the lécal trade was to get the 
manufacturer of hardware to put up 
their products in wooden and paste- 
board boxes for the convenience of the 
retailers.

$5600 PINNED TO UNDERSHIRT 
OF DEAD MAN WITHOUT KIN 


Aged Shoemaker Dies in Hospital, 
Having Thousands to 
His Credit. 


Before John Smith, 80 years old, dled 
in St..Mary’s Hospital, East St. Louis, 
he told the Sisters there that he had 
no living relatives who would inherit 
the $5600 in certificates of deposit which 
the Sisters found pinned in his un- 
dershirt the day after he entered the 
hospital, two weeks ago. 


The man had been a shoemaker at 
Lincoln and Highland, Ill. His money 
was on deposit in a Lincoln bank. He 
went to East St. Louls alone to be 
treated at the hospital. He had suf- 
fered a general breakdown. When he 
grew critically ill he asked the Sisters 
to notify BH. H. Sanford, an officer of 
the Lincoln bank, in the event of his 
death. 


Smith died Friday morning, and a 
message was sent to Lincoln at once. 
Friday evening Sanford arrived, took 
charge of the body, and had it sent to 
Lincoln for the funeral.

Supplied Gold Seekers. 

There was a deal of stage and wagon 
train traffic in those days, and their 
burdens were greatly augmented by the 
axes, shovels, picks, anvils and other 
heavy things from Shapl@igh’s store. 
When the gold fever struck the coun- 
try toward the close of the ‘40s, trade 
was rushed in earnest. Many of the 
fortune-seekers purchased their supplies 
here before hitting the trail which led 
to the Golden West. This stimulated 
the business and kept the proprietor 
busy keeping up his stock with the arti- 
cles the gold-seekers bought with such 
avidity. Firearms in great numbers 
were needed, as these pioneers of min- 
ing had to traverse dangerous stretches 
of country, the roving spaces of In- 
dians and wild animals, and the Shap- 
leigh store had the supplies. This was 
the only wholesale hardware house in 
the town for many years, but with the 
steadily increasing population came otb- 
ers. 


Along about 1865 witnessed the start 
of the most successful hardware mer- 
chant tn the history of the trade. B.C. 
Simmons had previously absorbed a 
thorough knowledge of the busipess 
while working for others, and he had a 
marvelous capacity for work and with it 
a nerve as tough as the hardest wares 
in bis stock. It was go ahead with htm 
at all times and he made itt a rule to 
surround himself with the game sort of 
men. He knew &@ good man as soon as 
he saw his work and as the Colonel of 
his army of industry he realized that 
it was essential that he have the aid 
and co-operation of good captains.

The cars were buried in each other. 
The motorman of the westbound car 
was killed, while the motorman, of the 
eastbound car put on his brakes and 
jumped. The passengers were farmers 
and residents of Porter and Michigan 
City. 

It was hours before the nine bodies 
could be extricated. The injured were 
taken to farm houses and rushed on 
special cars to South Bend and near 
by towns. 

It is thought the wreck was caused 
by a misunderstandin: of orders trans- 
mitted by telephone. 

It is stated that of the injured seven 


“are in a serious condition and perhaph 


fatally burt. 

A special train carrying 20 of the in- 
jured arrived at South Bend at 2:10 a. 
m. Most of the injured were too ner- 
vous to give any intelligent account of 
the wreck. Among the cool headed 
was Courtes Kline of South Bend.

He complained of a pain near 
his heart.

He 
was educatel at’ McGili University, 
Montreal, Canada, taking law courses 
at the University of Virginia and the 
St. Louis Law School, He came to St. 
Louls in 1875, and has been practicing 
law here since he took his bachelor’s 
degree in law. 

lis was a member of the Missouri Rar 
Association and in 1894 and 1896 was a 
candidate for a circuit judgeship on 
the Democratic ticket, but the elections 
Were carried by the Republicans. Mr. 
iistes sat on the circult bench in the 
absence of Judge Murphy for a time in 
the summer of 1897. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee and was on the 
executive committee of that body. Dur- 
ing the last campaign he was a mem- 
ber of the Democratic City Central 
Committee. 

Mr. Estes held high offices in several 
fraternal orders. He was supreme chan- 
cellor of the Legion of Honor, exalled 
ruler of the Elks and prominent In the 
Royal Arcanum. His services as a ora- 
tor were in demand at fraternal meet- 
ings.

The girls had anticipated that the po- 
lice would be asked to take Jessie home 
and this afternoon agreed to die if po- 
licemen ‘appeared at the home. They 
placed carbolic acid in glasses, which 
was hidden in: the rear of the residence. 

When ‘two patrolmen called at the 
residence: of* Mts. J. A. Bechtel, in the 
southeast part of the city, tonight, Jes- 
sie Cole rushed throfigh the house and 
swallowed’ the acid. 

She ré-entered the house, told the po- 
liceman of her act, and fell to the floor. 
An instant later Katherine Bender also 
swallowed poison. Both girls died at 
St. John’s Hospital. 

Jessie Cole has been living at the home 
of Mrs. Bechtel, an aunt of Katherine.

inark. The body at the morgue has a 
large birthroark on one of rhe arms. 
Eilsie Sigel’'s face was fat and chubby. 
That face is long and thin and looks to 
me like the face of an Indiar girl. 

“But the most importamt difference {s 
the hands. Elsie’s hands were broad 
and the fingers short and stubby. The 
nails were in very bad condition. She 
seldom manicured thém. Her hands 
Plainly showed the wear and tear of 
housework. 


“Now notice the difference between the 
body at the Morgue. The hands of that 
girl are long and slender. The fingers 
are tapering. The nails are in perfect 
condition and show care bestowed on 
them. 

“Elsie’s teeth, one of the most easily 
distinguished features of my niece, were 
also in bad condition, The teeth of the 
girl at the Morgue are firm and even 
and well cared for. 

“The body at the Morgue is taller than 
Elsie’ s. 


“The police say they found a pair of 
glasses in the hair on the poor creature 
found in that Eighth avenue house. El- 
sie had only one patr of glasses — and 
they have been tound Sena in this 
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ings. For all her carelessness about 
her hancs and teeth, she was as dainty 
as any lady of royalty about the gar- 
ments which touched her body. She 
spent every Cent she had on silk under- 
wear. Her corsets were always made 
to her order and her shoes also. 

“When she disappeared from home 
she was dressed in her best and wore 
a very expensive blue suit which had 
come from the tailors only a day or 
two before. She never wore feathers 
on her hats, as she was a member of 
the Audubon Society which denounces 
the killing of birds for millinery pur- 
poses. 

“The clothing found on the body in 
the Chinaman’s room was of the coars- 
est quality. The hat found in the room 
had many green feathers on it Even if 
there was no question about the ident- 
ity of the body, anyone who knew 


The family had great ‘Aifficulty to get 
Mrs. Sigel to change her clothing and 
she wanted to leave the house bare- 
fooled. She positively refused to. wear 
a hat, and when ghe finaliy.ieft the 
house it was bareheaded. 

Her hair was blowing about in the 
wind and her shirtwaist was hanging 
down outside of her skirt. 

She was very nervous on the train 
io New Haven and her eyes had a pe- 
cullar glassy stare, which seemed to 
see nothing. 

“Where ig my Elsie?’ she repeated 
over and over. ‘‘Where is my Elsie? 
Where is my girl?’ 

Once she varied it by asking sudden- 
iy in a wailing tone: 

“Where is my husband, 
raul? I am sure he is dead. 
con't they bring me his body?’ 

Husband by Her Side. 

Her husband was sitting beside her 
all the time. Nearly everyone in the 
train was reading the afternoon papers 
with their great staring headline in 
which Elsie Sigel was prominently dis- 
played. Mr. Sigel went up and down 
in the car and begged those who were 
reading the papers to fold them so that 
his demented wife could not see the 
name of her daughter. When the news- 
boy came into the car with papers, Mr. 
Sigel gave him a dollar bill to disap- 
pear. 

Mrs. Sigel was violent only once or 
twice on the train. The rest of the time 
she spent looking steadily out of the 
window and talking in a low tone to 
herself, continually breaking-in.on what 
she was saying to repeat over and over 
again: ‘“‘Where is my Elsie?’ 

There was no difficulty in getting the 
woman to go to the sanitarium wher 
she reached New Haven. She went with 
her husband and sister-in-law very

The husband and sister-in-law took 
the 7 o’clock train back to New York 
end Mr. Sigel was in a very shaky con- 
dition mentally when he reached the 
city.

Leong and his chum, Chung Sin, who 
is supposed to have occupied the very 
room where the trunk was found, have 
disappeared completely. Son Leung, 
who occupied the front rooms on the 
floor where Leong lodged, and whose 
name figures as the proprietor of the 
Son Leong Co. Restaurant on the sec- 
ond floor of the house at 782 Eighth 
avenue, has also disappeared. 


Son Leung went to the police station 
Friday afternoon accompanied by Om 
Wing, a merchant of 10 Pell street, and 
reported to the police that there was 
‘“‘something’’ on the top floor of the 
house, right back of his living rooms. 
Son Leung professed not to know what 
the ‘“‘something’’ was, but said that his 
guests in the restaurant and other peo-

Elsie 
said she would accept and left the 
apartment to telephone. 


When she returned, my aunt and she 
engaged in conversation regarding the 
mission work. Elsie was a firm be- 
liever in the full conversion of Leon, 
whose Chinese name was Li Chung. 
She told of arguments she had with 
the Chinaman regarding the sayings of 
Christ and how they dovetailed with 
the sayings of Confucius, and that she 
fully believed in him. She was a fa- 
natic on the subject of Christianizing 
Chinaman, and though I often warned 
her against all Chinamen, she always 
replied that God had called her for that 
work and that nothing could stop her 
from saving tkeir souls. 


“When Elsie left home Wednesday to 
go to Grandmother Sigel’s she wore 4&4 
gray tailor-made suit, old shoes,and 
rubbers and a leghorn hat trimmed 
with pink ribbon and pink roses. 

When Miss Sigel reached the Morgue 
she bravely viewed the gruesome sight 
for a brief moment and in answer to 
questions said: 

““‘The teeth look like Elsie’s teeth, and 
there are other things which lead me 
to believe this is Elsie’s body. But I 
can't tell positively from the body. I 
should like to see the clothing found on 
the body.”’ 

When shown the apparel Miss Sigel 
burst into tears and exclaimed: 

‘Yes, those clothes are Elsie’s. There 
is no doubt in my mind now but that 
this is Elsie’s body.’’ 

As she turned to go away Miss Sigel 
told the morguekeeper she was positive 
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the body 1s that of Elsie Sigel. 


Leong’s Chinese Landlord Gave Police 
Their First Intimation of Tragedy 


Lexington avenue, was the only one the 
police ‘could find who knew anything 
and would talk. Even he was silent 
after admitting that he knew that his 
brother was @:' very friendly terms with 
Elsie Sigel, and that he had seen the 
pair together at a Chinese theater as 
late as two weeks ago. When asked if 
ttere had been any trouble between the 
girl and the Chinaman, or if they had 
quarreled, Joe decided that he could 
not understand English very well and 
had nothing more to say. 


Mrs. Sigel, mother of the dead girl, 
became temporarily insane yesterday 
when it was made clear to her 
that the body lying in the morgue was 
beyond doubt that of her daughter. 
Mrs. Sigel’s shrieks could be heard out 
in the street, and it was with difficulty 
that she could be calmed enough to 
permit her husband to take her to 
Waterbury, Conn., to a sanitarium. 

A large body of detectives, more than 
300, under the orders of Capt. Casey 
and Inspector McCafferty of the de- 
tective bureau, circulated all day 
through the Chinatown district, but 
their investigations resulted in little 
more than stray clues of the vaguest 
nature. 

Both Wear Hair Short. 

l.cong and his roommate are notable 
for the fact that they wear American 
Clothes exclusively, and of the best 
material and good tailoring. They wore 
their hair cut short. 

Five thousand circulars were sent out 
to the police of the United States on 
Saturday, urging the utmost endeavor 
to locate the missing men. Telegrams 
and cablegrams were sent to seaports 
throughout the world. 

Owing to the fact that letters from va- 
rious women were found in the rooms 
of the missing Chinamen, the fear 
seems to have gone forth to almost ev- 
ery city in this country that young 
women of those places may have been 
in correspondence with the Chinamen.

Thirty-five Love Letters Signed “Elsie’ 
Address Leong in Endearing Terms 


Chinaman had been a white man, and 
recently engaged to the Sigel girl. 
“From these thirty-five jetiers, which 
cover a period of two years, we are 
convinced Elsie loved the Chinaman 
with all her heart and Leong either re- 
turned her love sincerely or fooled her 
completely. We feel sure of this last 
because in all her letters the girl 
writes in a happy spirit, and continual- 
ly refers to the former meeting at 
which they both were evidently per- 
fectly contented in each other's socicty. 
“Of peculiar significance is the fact 
that not once in these thirty-five let- 
ters does Elsie so much as mention her 
missionary work. There is nothing in 
them to indicate that either she. or 
Leong regarded each other in the light 
of pupil and teacher, in the missionary 
sense. ~

Father Opposed Mother and Girl. 


that Elsie’s father and mother both 
knew al] about their daughter’s rela- 
tions with Leong. We know that- the 
father was bitterly opposed to a con- 
tinuance of these relations and that the 
mother was Elsie’s champion in all 
these family rows. 

“The father was down on the whole 
missionary game. He threatened, a 
long time ago, to brea up his family if 
his wife and daughter did not give up 
their trips to Chinatown and stop hav- 
ing Chinese visitors at home. We know 
she discussed it with Leong on many 
occasions. 

‘Besides the murdered girl’s letters, 
we found ten others addressed, presum- 
ably, to Leong, but of that we ‘can’t 
be sure until we find out how many 
aliases he traveled under. They were 
all written by the same woman, who 
signed herself ‘Nellie.’ These letters 
were addressed to Leong by a Chinese 
name. 

“They were of a different kind from 
those Elsie wrote. They were not so 
well written, and indicated a very dif- 
ferent kind of woman as the author. 
They were almost all dated Brooklyn, 
and all of them contained. demands for 
money. One of the communications 
from this woman, a telegram, read: 
‘Send me some money. I am sick.’ It 
was signed ‘Nellie, and sent from 
Brooklyn. 

All the picture cards we have found 
were photographs of white women, some 
of them very good looking and well 
dressed. Many of them were tinted, 
and all had some loving message in- 
scribed on the back. There were a4 
dozen different names on these postal 
cards, which showed that Leong was 
doing a land-office business with wom- 
en’s affections. There were no ad- 
dresses on any of the post cards, and 
none of the women signed their ful: 
names. Some of the pictures were those 
of women whom Leong presumably 
had never seen, and had been bought by 
him because they took his fancy.”

The Union Station squad searched ev- 
ery incoming train yesterday for the 
Chinese suspects in the Sigel murde 
case, 

Last night Detectives Flynn and How- 
ard and Sergt. Meehan and his squad 
of six patrolmen were furnished with a 
description of the Chinese and were told 
to watch the trains from East and 
North, particularly to be on _ their 
guard to detect possible disguises worn 
by the Chinese. 

As each train pulled into the train 
shed, patrolmen boarded the cars 
‘and walked through them radidly be- 
fore they came to a stop. Then every 
person who passed into the Midway 
were scrutinized. 

Two Chinamen, outbound for Dénver, 
were stopped with their bundles and put 
through an examination, which did not 
seem to ruffle their imperturbability. 
They were released in time to take 
their train, as they did not correspond 
in any essential to the description sent 
from New York of the fugitive Chinese 
who are believed to be the murderers of 
the young missionary.

ILLITERATE PERSON WROTE 
THE TELEGRAM SIGNED “E, $.” 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Some iIlit- 
erate person or child apparently wrote 
the telegram signed with the name of 
Klisle Sigel and sent from here to Paul 
Sigel, in New. York Citf/ on the evening 
of June 12, according to a statement 
made today by Manager Travis of the 
Postal Telegraph Co. The telegraph op- 
erator at the branch office of the com- 
pany in the National Hotel, where the 
message was filed, said he could not 
recall whether the message had been 
brought_in by a man or a woman. 

The telegram was not signed, except 
for the initials, supposed to be those of 
the young girl. Detectives have made 
thorough search through Chinatown, in 
an effort to find some trace of William 
Leon, whom they have been asked to 
arrest on the charge of homicide. No in- 
formation is known to have been re 
ceived as to whether he itis in this city 
or has been here since the girl was 
killed.

' After he fled with a price on his head, 
he sought refuge in London and after 
remaining there a year, he came to 
America in 1852. 

Six years later he was called to St. 
Louis as a teacher of mathematics and 
history in the German Institute. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
organized a regiment of infantry and s 
battery. From that time he was the 
leading figure in all the,battles fought 
on Missouri soil. Less than a year 
after hostilities began, ie was made a2 
brigadier-general, and it was he why» 
planned and won the battle of Pea 
Ridge, a feat which won him the straps 
of a major-general. 

He was transferred to the Department 
of the East, and in 1864 President Lin. 
coln placed him in command of the De. 
partment of West Virginia. 

He resigned his commission, May 4: 
1865, and became editor of a Baltimore 
mewspaper. He died in New York in 
1902. : 

Sigel was the idol of the German 
troops, especially of those who enlisted 
in St. Louis. It is still the proud boast 
of many St. Louis veterans that they 
‘fought mit Sigel.” 

There is a splendid monument to Sige! 
on Riverside Drive, New York, near 
Gen. Grant’s tomb. At St. Louis public 
school bears his name.

But Expected Discovery of 
Century Turns Out a 
Negro Graveyard. 





Louis 
anthropolo- 
gists and scientists, fearing the taunts 
of their friends, have been carefully 
concealing the result of the latest ex- 
pedition into the wilds of Missouri for 
rare museum material. During the past 
week a big delegation of St. Louisans 
visited Wright City in Warren County. 


At the depot they hired a farm wagon 
for the day and filled it with shovels 
and other excavating implements. Af- 
ter swearing the driver to secrecy, they 
headed for a farm six miles distant. 
Upon arriving at a remote farm house, 
they procured a permit from the owner 
of the land to do some excavating in 
one corner of the farm, near the foot 
of a little hill. 

In a few moment the bone hunters 
were at work. The hot June sun 
beamed down upon them viciously, and 
perspiration streamed down their faces, 
but, they made the dirt fly like a crowd 
of experienced section hands. 

The expedition was headed by Dr. W. 
F.. Parks, one of the leading archeolo- 
gists of St. Louis, but he declines to 
make known the names of any of the 
The invitations were extended 
by Dr. Cyrus A. Peterson, the univer- 
sal scientists and man of all knowledge, 
His heaith, however, did not permit him 
to accompany the investigators. 

How It All Started. 

It had become widely heralded among 
the historians, scientists and  semi- 
scientists of St. Louis that the historical 
find of the century was about to be 
made in a remote section of Missouri. 
From the material gathered a great lost 
historical fact, was to be established 
and the relics would put the St. Leuis 
Museum on solid footing. 

Hither tradition, history or ex-Judge 
Walter B. Douglas is responsible for 
the story that about the year 1721 some 
290 bold Spaniards set out from the 
Santa Fe region to drive the enterpria- 
ing Frenchmen out of their strongholds 
on the Northern Lakes and colonize the 
country with proud Castilians. 

Somewhere enroute a band 0of 
Frenchmen and Osage Indians fell upon 
the invaders, and, as history or tradition 
has it, slew all of the Spaniards but one 
Catholic priest. It was whispered about 
as the St. Louls expedition started to 
Wright City that the lost battleground 
would be discovered by nightfall, and 
that the scientists would return loaded 
down with the armored trappings of the 
Spanish soldiers of that early day. 


They Find the Evidence. 
The scientists had prepared a great 


surprise for the Mississippi Valley His- 
torical Society in session in St. Louis, 
Each man was to march in with his 
share of the loot of the lost battle- 
fleld and hold it. up before the amazed, 
but eager historians. 

Before the scientists began digging on 
the W'arren County farm they carefully 
surveyed the ground. They found évi- 
dence of two long trenches, running at 
right angles, as are usually dug on bat- 
tlefields. 

The excavators began work at one end 
of the trench. Fager eyes watched 
every shovel of dirt for Spanish gold | 
and silver trinkets. 

At length they came upon a skull, 
well preserved. 

No Trappings of War. 

With the greatest of care the trench was 
opened for several feet and scores of 
other skulls and well-preserved skele- 
tons were found, but no gorgeous nor 
gilded trappings of war. 

Several rare bone specimens were ob- 
tained, and while the scientists were 
speculating as to how long it would take 
to remove all the skeletons from the 
new-found battlefield to the museum in 
St. Louis, one scientist thought it might 
be a wise idea to consult some of the 
oldest inhabitants of the neighborhood. 

At the second farmhouse he vis- 
ited, he found a bright old lady, now 
past 80( but whose memory was perfect. 
He asked her if she knew anything 
about the graveyard. 


Bright Old Woman Kuows, 
“Why, yes,” she answered, “I know 


all about it. Early in the century there 
lived here an old slave dealer. He would 
go South every year and buy up all the 
sick and broken-down negroes he could 
find. He brought them here, and such 
as he could cure he sold at a big profit, 
and the others—he buried in trenches 
at the foot of yonder hill.’’ 

When this news was broken to the 
scientists they hurriedly refilled the 
graves, swore each other to secrecy and 
quietly returned to St. Louis.

Col. Bell Making a Sentimen- 
tal Journey Through Coun- 
try He Freighted. 


MADE FIFTY YEARS AGO 


He Used to Make Trip From 
St. Louis to Boise City 
With Supplies. 


Colonel Nicholas M. Bell of St. Louis, 
is in northern Missouri on his way to 
Seattle in automobile. He is traveling 
back over practically the same route 
over which, as a freighter, he drove an 
x team nearly fifty years ago. 

Colonel Bell is enjoying good roads as 
he spins along highways that permit 
spinning, and he is preaching good 
roads to the farmers and other citizens 
when his machine strikes places so bad 
that he has time to preach. On the 
way, he also takes occasion to impress 
upon his son, Christian Bell, who is his 
traveling companion, what a vast im- 
provement in means of railless -trans- 
portation has taken place in the last 
half century. 

Freighted to Boise. 

In the old days, Colonel Bell drove ox 
wagons loaded with bacon and other 
supplies from St. Louis to Boise City, 
Idaho. ; 

Now, he is speeding toward the Idaho 
capital in a 1909 motor car that can ne- 
gotiate almost any sort of traveling. 
Given a fair road he can today go 250 
miles Fifty years ago, his ox team 
scmetimes made 14 miles a day, when 
the conditions were first rate. 

“Giddap! Gee! Whoa! Haw!” yelled 
young Nick Bell, hundreds of times a 
day, to his slowpoke oxen on the weary 
trek toward and through the western 
wilds. 

“Chris, put ‘er on the high speed,” he 
says quietly now to his son, and the 
splendid machine leaps forward at 30 
miles an hour, forty, even fifty, where 
the course is smooth, and the law offi- 
cers are not looking. So far as that 
goes, there are wide stretches alongs 
Col. Beill’s route where speed laws hav<« 
not arrived, and the chauffeur may let 
her out at will. 

Motive Power Feed Different. 

Fifty yea:: ago Bell had to carry hay 
and corn for his motive power, or tura 
the power out to eat grass on the prai- 
ries, thus adding to the slowness of -his 
journey. 

Now, the Colonel simply has to tank 
up and crank up, and it’s off and away 
for the once wild and wooly, now the 
cultivated and cultured, West. 

In the days of the ox team and the 
tar bucket, with the dog trotting along 
beside it, many were the delays while 
the teamster stopped to feed and water 
his beasts and cook his own meals. 

Col. Bell can now carry along enough 
canned foods and even fresh meats, in 
a portable icebox, to last him between 
towns. He can carry hot coffee or cold 
lemonade in a thermos bottle, and not 
have to stop to build a fire. 

Fifty years ago Nick Bell had a carry 
a rifle, pistols, knives and plenty of 
ammunition, to defend himself against 
possible attack by wild Indians in the 
North west. 

Today all he needs ts a pocketknife or 
a nail file.

Harriman, wore a look of relief. He 
hed “come through’’ first, and he 
geemed to realize fully that the advan- 
tages of a State’s witness would be his. 

Besides, he did not seem to believe 
that a judge or a jury would be too 
severe with him, after his explanation 
that he was really not q banker at all, 
but just a farmer and a_ granitoid 
worker, who had been put into the bank- 
ing business almost against his will, and 
who knew no better than to do as more 
experienced men told him.

The attorney for the Government ob- 
jected to the issuance of papers, claim- 
ing that Hrasky had admitted violating 
the Illinois law and intended to continue 
such violation. Judge Moyers held that 
Hrasky should not be held.to a stricter 
account of the laws than ther resi- 
dents, and as the side-door route 
seenrd fashionable in East St. 
Hrasky was entitled to its benefits 
With others, as long as he paid his li- 
cense. 

Clerk of Court T. J. Healy issued 
papers to Hrasky upon the judge's or- 
ders, making him a citizen. An appeal 
from the decision was taken by the 
Government’s attorney. The citizen- 
ship papers got the desired renewal of 
his saloon license for Hrasky, and he 
considered himself an American citl- 
zen.. 

Side Doors Tabooed. 

Last week the Supreme Court re- 
versed Judge Moyers’ decision, and said 
regarding the side-door saloon policy: 

“Can a man be said to be well dis- 
posed to good order of this country 
when, he is knowingly, wilfully, and 
habitually violating the laws of his 
state?”’ 

No steps have yet been taken to de- 
prive Hrasky of his papers by offi- 
cilals of the City Court. If his papers 
are taken away from him, it is ques- 
tioned in some sources whether it will 
work a revocation of his saloon li- 
cense. 

The ordinances require saloon keep- 
ers to be naturalized citizens, and on 
the face of things Hrasky was natural- 
ized at the time his license was dssued. 
He had his papers to show for it.

When attacked by one of his melan- 
choly spells Barth’s imagination ran 
riot. In the last week his fellow em- 
ployes have frequently heard him say 
that customers and others were making 
fun of him. He imagined that people 
were talking about him, and often de- 
clared that he had no friends. 

Since his return from the short vaca- 
tion last week, he has accused fellow 
employes of opening his mail. 

Barth had been in the employ of the 
bank for eight years. He entered the 
institution as a clearance clerk and by 
sheer hard work rose to a position iv. 
the teller’s cage.

NO DEMAND FOR THEM 
Librarians and Booksellers As- 


sert Public Not Mak- 
ing Inquiries. 





When Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
of Harvard University, made public the 
list of books he had chosen to fill a 
five-foot shelf in a library, the reading 
of which for 10 minutes a day would 
give anyone the essentials of a liberal 
education, he revealed to the world a 
great number of persons who bear the 
reputation of being liberally educated, 
but who are frank to confess they have 
read only a few of them. ' 


Dr. Eliot is dévoting much of his 
time to choosing this list, knowing that 
his judgment on the subject will be re- 
ceived as final by thousands of people. 
At first he thought to have his list of 
books take up only three feet of space 
on a shelf, but found that he could not 
get them all in three feet and length- 
ened his shelf to five feet. 
Thirty-five in List. 
The incomplete list as given out by 
Dr. Eliot, follows:

No Demand for Books. 
Evidently St...Louis is not very keen 
on Dr. BEiliot’s list of good reading. 
The book and department stores are 
not having any great demand for the 
volumes named, and the libraries are 
not overworked getting them out. 

At the Public Library attendants said 
that while there had been several calls 
for some of the books named by Dr. 
Eliot, there was no clamerous demand 
for them. The publication of anything 
interesting about any boek always re- 
sulted in a stimulated demand for it, 
they said, which soon wears off unless 
the persons are especially interested in 
that line of reading. 


“So far, we have no inquiries at all 
for the books named by Dr. Eliot,’’ said 
C. BH. Miller, assistant librarian ef the 
Mercantile Library. ‘There is always 
& smal! steady demand for a few of 
them, but the majority are seldom called 
for, except for reference.” 

What a great variety of St. Louisans 
think of the list will be found in the 
folowing expressions on the subject: 

Books Too Philosophical. 

Judge Walter B. Douglas. I do not 
think that the reading of the books 
named in Dr. Eliot’s list would give a 
young man all the age demands in the 
way of a liberal education. It is rather 
the reading of a man who sits in hig 
library and thinks. It is not practical. 
The man to read such books profitably 
must first have a trained mind, or at 
least a fairly good education to start 
with. It does not appeal to me as be- 
ing the sort of thing a young man 
should read to get a practical education, 
which should be liberal, also. 

Rev. BE. Duckworth, rector of St. 
James Memorial Episcopal Church: The 
books in Dr. Eliot’s list are rather too 
philosophical for the every-day man. 
Such reading would clog his brain. It 
ig all very well as a course of reading 
for a college student with some mental! 
endowment. The average man in search 
of an education could not get much out 
of it. There is nothing of history in the 
list, and there is much to be learned 
from the telling of the great events of 
the world. In the course of 60 years’ 
reading of such books it might make 
some impression on a man, but I do not 
believe in that sort of a smattering edu- 
cation. There is no specialization, 
which the men of today need in the 
way of education. 

Would Not Educate. 

Tyson 8S. Dines, lawyer: I do not 
think much of the list. I believe it can 
be beaten. I do not think a man could 
get a liberal education by reading the 
books in the lfst 10 minutes every day. 
and I do believe in “pick-up” reading 
and know how much can be accom- 
plished by it. The statement that the 
reading of the books in the lst would 
give anyone a liberal education is en. 
tirely too broad. It certainly would not

although {ft is a good lot of books. 

Samuel Cupples, merchant-manufac- 
turer and philanthropist: I would not 
like to put my judgment in controversy 
with that of Dr. Eliot on the subject of 
education, but I cannot think that a 
person could get an education for the 
practical needs of life from reading the 
books named in his list. He would need 
much more than he would get from 
those books. If that was all he had, 
his education would be useless to him. 
The list chosen is a very good one and 
all the books in it might be read with 
profit, but as for them affording a Mb- 
eral education, I must disagree. 


Sectarianism Is Avoided. 
Miss Florence Hayward, author: I am 


frank te say that I have never read 
the majority of the books named by 
Dr. Eliot in his list. I don’t believe it 
is possible for Dr. Eliot -or any other 
person to lay out a course of reading 
that would be equally good for all, al- 
though he could come nearer it than 
anyone I have in mind. His list con- 
tains more of philosophy than anything 
else, and I believe that a liberal educa- 
tion must be obtained through informa- 
tive literature, and that there must be 
more or less specialization about it. The 
information which the electrician must 
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seek would not be that which would edu- 
cate the biologist, and so on. There is 
one good thing about the list, though. 
Dr. Eliot did not follow the philosophy 
of any one school, he avoided sectar- 
ianism wonderfully, and put in some re- 
ligton. 


Mean Liberal Education, 
Robert 8. Starbird, professor of Eng- 


lish, Washington University—“On the 
whole, Dr. Bliot’s list is pretty solid. 
The books are such that any man can 
get hold of them, and they mean a 
pretty liberal education, if thoroughly 
read. The classics are essential to the 
man who pretends to an education, and 
I approve of the list as such. But I 
should dislike to be understood as ap- 
proving it as a list of the world’s best 
literature. Too much has been left out 
of it.’ 

George D. Markham, trustee of Har- 
vard University—“I do not believe Dr. 
Eliot has made public his list of books 
yet. I have not seen the list published 
in the newspapers.” 

Rev. Jacob BE. Meeker, pastor of the 
Compton Hill Congregational Church— 
“Most of the books in Dr. Eliot’s list I 
have not read, but I.do not think that 
they embrace the essentials of a liberal 
education. When he speaks of that he 





must mean the fundamental principles 


ge ere a 

of all thought. Dr. Eliot is a philoso- 
pher, and it is natural that he should 
choose for his list works that are phi- 
losophical. But a liberal education 
means a knowledge of the world’s sci- 
entific achievements as much as its 
Philosophical teachings. The philosopher 
and the theologian have had the field 
of learning pretty much to themselves, 
but we have got to the point where the 
scientist is the teacher of . progress. 
None of the books chosen by Dr. Eliot 
are informative, but they are productive 
of thought. I see he has chosen Pil- 
grim’s Progress for space on the shelf. 
It has no business there. I am a heretic 
where that book is concerned. Chris- 
tlan in the book is as far from being 
@ real Christian as a man could be. A 
man who will leave his wife and family 
and run away in the face of danger is 
not one to inspire admiration. My con- 
tention is that science must be equally 
@ part of education with philosophy and 
theology.” 


Books Too Meditative. 
Saunders Norvell said that the first 


book on the list—Benjamin Franklin's 
Autoblography—was one of his favor- 
ites, and that he had given away 200 
or 300 copies at the Y. M. C. A. ‘He 





expressed the opinion that almost every 


book on the list was “good,” or praised 
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he said he had not read. 

“I am surprised that he leaves out 
Shakspeare, the Bible, “John Halifax, 
Gentleman,” “Les Miserables,” Dickens, 
Hawthorne’s “Scarlet Letter,” “Don 
Quixote” and all the great novels. The 
list is one-sided. It is not broad enough 
It runs too much to the philosophical 
and meditative. 


“There is not enough poetry in it—no: 
enough of the human side of literature 
in it—no great human dramas, and not 
enough religion. It is such a NMst as 
a recluse and meditative man might 
make up. It ought to have more in % 
for the active man in close touch with 
life.”

Hats to Match All Gowns. 

There must be added hats to match 
every gown or suit, and to fit all possl- 
ble occasions, with corresponding veils, 
slippers for every change and stockings 
to match, to say nothing of the great 
array of gloves, shoes, lingerie and un- 
derwear of all descriptions. 

“I often used three different pairs of 
gloves a day,’’ said Mrs. Gould, “and 
would buy them four dozen at a time, 
ranging in price from $3 to $8 a pair. 
This item alone, hardly thought of by 
one not accustomed to the requirements 
of good form in society, meant a heavy 
outlay, for after a pair of gloves had 
been washed or cleaned it had no value 
for me. 


Bought 22 Dinner Gowns a Year. 

“About a dozen morning gowns a year 
would be my usual needs, costing any- 
where from $50 to $100 each, and I can 
recall ordering 22 dinner gowns in one 
year, though fifteen or twenty would 
be my usual number. These, aften very 
elaborately ornamented, would cost 
from $350 to as high as $800 each, and it 
must be remembered that Mrs. Howard 
Gould could not afford to be seen wear- 
ing the same dinner gown two or three 
nights in succession. 

“In any event, they would only be 
good for a season each, for the styles 
in dinner gowns change every spring 
and fall, velvets for the latter and lace 
for the former season .making the dis- 
tinction. The exigencies of traveling 
not only made it imperative to have a 
number of such gowns, but help to wear 
them out in short order. — 

“Fifteen te eighteen reception gowns, 
costing from $260 to $360 each, and some- 
times more, were the usual require- 
menth of a season. Garden parties, 
afternoon teas and such = receptions 
mostly call for the finest and most ex- 
pensive gowns a lady can wear without 
vulgar display. The season over, they 
are also useless, except to be given 
away to some less fortunate friends or 
deserving girls who are struggling to 
make a living on the stage or else- 
where. 

“As for street gowns, at least twenty- 
four of these would be necessary to 
carry .one through the year. Such 
gowns cost from $:00 to $200 each, and 
one cannot wear the same one in the 
evening or afternoon that one had worn 
in the morning. Half a dozen house 
gowns, always very expensive, as high 
as $350 each,’ in fact, would hardly be 
enough to see one through a season, nor 
would the same number of negligee 
gowns, worth all the way from $60 to 
$175 each, according as they are lace 
covered or plain, be really enough for a 
season's wear. 

“IT have always had six or seven tal- 
lored suits every season, costing from 
$80 to $150 each, and about four riding 
habits would see me through the year, 
at an outlay of $600 for the four. Yacht- 
ing suits come high, because of the indi- 
vidual embroidery on them of names, 
club flags and so on, and as they are 
readily soiled or spotted when at sea. 
At least twenty was my usual comple- 
ment on the Niagara, Mr. Gould’s pala- 
tial yacht. The serge suits average 
about $150 each, theugh the duck suits 
for warm climates come cheaper, say 
$56 aplece. 


yachting Wardrobe Expensive, 
One’s yachting wardrobe alone is a 


very expensive affair. There are jack- 
ets, reefers, waterproofs, special hats 
and caps, all embriodred and specially 
designed. Then you have the golf 
clothes, if one plays, with the shoes, 
and so on, and the automobile apparal. 

“Fur? It ts impossible to place a fig- 
ure, A black caracal muff and boa cost 
me $225, a black caracal skirt $700 and a 
black otter boa $125. I used all of these 
for automobiling, besides a $300 fur 
coat, a couple of. fur suits and the reg- 
ulation cloth or serge suits. These furs 
get shabby quickly, and one can’t 
change them over, except the expensive 
furs, such as sables and ermine. 


Varieties in Fur Garments. 
I had garments of every imaginable 


fur, coats of chinchilla, sable, caracal, 
baby lamb, sealskin, squirrel and Nor- 
wegian martin, with neckpieces of sable, 
white fox and black fox, and hats to 
match in varioug furs. 

“Then, for every evening or dinner 
gown, one should have a wrap to match, 
never less than six of these, and cost- 
ing $150 to $500 each. - 

‘The mere incidentals of lace, scarfs, 
fans, umbrellas, handkerchiefs, per- 
fumes, writing papers, veils, toilet arti- 
cles and the infinite number of dainty 
articles that a woman surrounds her- 
self with cannot even be guessed at in 
number of expense, unless one has ac- 
tually to buy them. 


Waiters’ Tips a Big Item. 
‘The subject of pocket money is an- 


other thing impossible to estimate. A 
millionaire’s wife cannot offer a waiter 
small silver or divide a dollar between 
four or five waiters. It means a dollar 
te each man, and probably $5 to the one 
in charge.

New 6-Cylinder American Mors 
Made the Rocky Run in 
1 Hour 26 Minutes. 





The most stubborn testing ground for 
a motor car to go over and to conquer 
is the old De Soto pike, from St. Louis 
to De Soto, a distance of 48 miles. This 
road leads directly off from Ivory ave- 
nue at the southernmost limits of the 


city, where a bridge spans the Des 
Peres River. 

The road is rock ballast its entire 
length and winds and threads its way 
over and along the base of the foothills 
of the Ozark Mountains. For about 
two-thirds of its course the grades of 
some of the steepest and longest hills 
average all the way from 16 to 23 per 
cent. 

Two years ago a local factory car 
made then what was thought to be 
about the best record for the road and 
distance, 2h. 45m. 

Ten days ago A. R. . Walton, siiaieal 
manager of the automobile factory of 
the St. Louls Car Co., sent a party of 
five in the new six-cylinder American 
Mors, over this road, in an attempt to 
beat the best record made up to date. 
The time made on this run was 2h. 4m. 
Not satisfied with this showing he again 
sent the car over the road Wednesday 
afternoon. With Walter H. Kobusch at 
the wheel the car was perfectly con- 
trolled ever every mile of the difficult 
way and the result was that all pre- 
vious records were broken in the re- 
markable time of ih. 26m. 

This test of a new car, which was 
fitted with a testing body and carrying 
no fenders, was so highly satisfactory 
to the mechanical heads of the St. 
Louis Car Co. that the chassis was im- 
mediately turned over to the paint 
shop. It will be ready for demonstra- 
tions within the next two weeks. It 
has a 50-horsepower, six-cylinder motor 
of special design, equipped with two 
Systems of ignition, magneto and stor- 
age battery. The size of the bore of the 
cylinders is 4% by 6, and from tests so 
so made the car will do 75 miles per

Dealers’ Credit Bureau Is Formed 
to Take Care of “Unde- 
Sirab 


The dealers in motor accessories in 
St. Louis have started a Plan which 
will effectuaNy freeze out the “dead 
beat” and slow pay customers who 
have been’ waxing fat at their ex- 
pense. It bes been the custom for 
Several years for the dealers to grant 
credit to any applicant on the theory 
that any man who could own an au- 
tomobile would pay his debts for sup- 
plies. Their lesson has been a bitter- 
ly learned one for some of them have 
accountS esgregating thousands ‘of 
dollars on their books which they 
cannot collect, the debtors being both 
persuasion and law proof. 

To meet and correet this condition 
the Motor Accessories Association of 
St. Louts was organized and a mect- 
ing held last Tuesday night a credit 
rating bureau was put Into operation. 
Each dealer is te furnish a list of 
poor fay customers to the secretary 
of the association: and he in turn will 
tabulate the names. An applicant for 
eredit to any of the members of the 
association will be asked to “wait a 
minutc”’ while the dealer calls up the 
association office for information as 
to his standing. If he is found listed 
on the books of the association his 
answer will be “Nothing Doing.” 

Each member of the association will 
also have posted tn his office a card 
showing his membership tn the Deal- 
ers’ Association Credit Bureau. It is ex-

WILL BOOST ST. LOUIS 





Information About Grain and 
Provision Market to Be 
Sent Over Country. 





The Merchants’ Exchange will begin 
the operation of its new Publicity Bu- 
reau July 15, under the direction of Bert 
Ball, a veteran newspaper man and pro- 
moter of good advertising, who will open 
offices on the second floor of the Ex- 
change bullding and from it do ‘‘every- 
thing to put St. Louis on the map.” 

Primarily his work will be to give 
publicity generally to the importance of 
St. Louis as a grain, flour and provision 
market, both to sellers and buyers all 
over the country, and get for this city 
what is coming to it in the way of fame 
as well as gain. 

The establishment of a Publicity Bu- 
reau for the Merchants’ Exchange has 
been under consideration for two years. 
It was first spoken of two years ago at 
a smoker given to members of the ex- 
change at which Mr. Ball exhibited a 
number of cartoons of exchange mem- 
bers. 

The caricatures made such a hit that 
he has been in the exchange mind ever 
since, and although applications for the 
pesition of manager of the bureau have 
ceme from all over the country, it was 
offered to Mr. Ball, 
entire attention to boosting the inter- 
ests of the exchange while his personal 
business will be taken care of by Ar- 
thur B. Mooney. 

“I am approaching my new duties 
with commendable diffidence,’’ said Mr. 
Ball to a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. “It is not going to be the 
easiest thing in the world to make 
fame for the Merchants’ Exchange, even 
though it is entitled to it. The publici- 
ty we desire will be seught in a variety 
of ways, but we will have to learn by 
experience which will be the most ef- 
ficacious as we go along. 

Will Have Press Bureau, 

‘We will have a Presg Bureau from 
which we will disseminate all the in- 
formation about the trade of the ex- 
change that the press of the country 
will carry and try to get them used to it 
and like it so well they will cry for 
more. 

“St. Louis has never had in the press 
of other cities half the publicity to 
which her prominence in the grain buy- 
ing and selling of the ceuntry entitles 
her. We will try to remedy this. Other 
markets not doing any more business 
are constantly before the people of the 
country through the press, and so should 
we be. 

“We will try to get the necessary pub- 
licity through a weekly market review 
prepared sanely and interestingly for 
the Sunday and Monday morning pa- 
pers and for the weekly press of the 
country. 

We will prepare daily market letters 
to be sent to the papers in the sur- 
rounding territory as far east as Vin- 
cennes, Ind.; as far south as Jackson, 
Miss.; west to the mountains, and up in- 
to Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois. It will 
be sent out by wire, mail and plate 
according to necessity. 

We will endeavor to have eur daily 
market printed in Chicago and New 
York and other Eastern cities. Now 
all that we are getting in the way of re- 
ports in those cities is the high, low 
and close of the market. 

“We will have a clipping bureau 
which will be a record of the progress 
we are making in the field of publicity. 

Want Market Appreciated. 

‘We shall work for the appreciation 
of our market in the trade press of the 
country and fora larger presentation 
of our large trade. We have the sec- 
ond grain market in the country and the 
people outside of St. Louis do not real- 
ize it. It is time they did. 

“We will endeavor to assist members 
of the Exchange in the preparation of 
market letters, acting in an advisory 
capacity, and shall prepare advertising 
matter for them when our experience 
shall be found useful. 

Another branch of the bureau will pre- 
pare leaflets bdéosting the trade of St. 
Louis in general and the Exchange in 
particular for enclosure in the letters 
sent out by the members, thus utilizing 
the daily postage spent in the ordinary 
channels of trade. 

“A good part of the work of the bu- 
reau will be to promote and take care 
of excursions and conventions and the 
entertainment of outside guests. 

“We will invite men in other cities 


in the grain and provision trades to}, 


visit St. Louis and get acquainted with 
us and shall entertain them properly, 
and we hope to be in a position to ac- 
cept similar invitations to other cities. 
It will be a plan to get in touch with 
the trade everywhere, and build up close 
and cordial relations with other grain 
centers. 


Work for Conventi 
“We want conventions of. the allied 


organizatione to hold their conver 
tions in St. Leuls and will do all we 
can to bring them here. 

‘There are two. prosperous clubs 
now within the Merchants’ Exchange, 
the Grain Club and the Millers’ Club. 
We shall do what we can to foster and 
help the formation of other clubs. 

“We shall promote smokers and ban- 
quets te promote concerted action on 
the part of the members of the Ex- 
change, of which there are about 1500, 
many of whom do not get together 
with the body once a year.

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“The Moonbeam” Discovered in Arkansas Sold in 
St. Louis “for a Song”—Will It Rank With the 
“Light of Morn” and “The Pool?’—Not Perfectly 
R>ound but of Enormous Size—How It Would 


Look Worn by~ St. Louis Beauties. 


pearl of pale yellow radiance, 

said to be the largest fresh- 
water pearl in the wor!d and sixth 
in weight among the famous pearls 
of history, is now on exhibition in dt. 
Louis. It was taken from the shell 
of a mussel in the White River, Ar- 
kansas, about a month ago, and was 
sold to a local jeweler ‘‘for a song” Dy 
the “ratter”’ who found it. 

The weight of “The Moonbeam” 
is 190 grains, or a bit less than 377 of 
an ounce. The extraordinary size of 
the gem may be realized from the 
fact that Mme. Nordica’s famous drop 
pearl weighs only 175 grains; the 
Gomara pearl, 124. ins; “La Reiae 
des Perles,” 1091-4 grains; the Ma- 
ria Theresa pearl, 100 grains; the Tif- 
fany Queen pearl, 93 grains, and the 
Marquis of Anglesey’s pearl, i105 1-2 
grains. All these are pearls of re- 
nown and great price. 

“The Moonbeam” is surpassed in 
weight only by the phenomenal Hope 
pearl, which weighs 1800 grains: 
Sheh Sofi’s pearl weighing 500 
rains: the Princess Yousoupoff’s 
pearl, weighing 337 grains; the Sha- 
ista Khan pearl, weighing 220 grains, 
and the Great Mogul’s Peacock 
Throne pearl, weighing 200 grains. All 
the others of the scores of famous 
pearls fall below “The Moonbeam” 
in weight.

The “Light of Morz,” hitherto the 


largest fresh-water pearl known, was | 


found in sg emay about two years 
bougl.t from the fisher- 
man who discovered it for $25. It 
was purchased by a St. Lovis dealer 
for nearly $4000, and experts have 
declared its real value to be up- 
wards of $12,000. It weighed only 
108 grains, but was rendered valua- 
ble by its almost perfect spherical 
form, and by the soft rosy sheen 
which blushed, faintly or riehly as 
the light fell upon it, over its white 
surface. 
“The Pool,” a pearl so named from 
Ye sky-blue color, was found at 
Caney Fork, Tenn., not long ago, and 


White and Black rivers, large num- 
bers of valuable pearls have been 
found loose in the streams, so that 
many pearl hunters are of the opinion 
that the mollusks “shed” their pearls 
at intervals. 

Who will wear “The Moonbeam?” 
Will it glow on the bosom of some 
St. Louis beauty? 

Will it cross the seas and gleam 


among the crown jewels of European 


or barbarian princes? Or will it 
grace the charms of some. pretty 
chorus girl, the inamorita of a Pitts- 
burg millionaire? 

Is it, like most famous jewels, 
to be the author of great scandals 
and crimes? The answers to these 
questions are on tne laps of the gods 
as yet.

This is true not only of pearls, but 
even in a greater degree of famous 
diamonds. The Cullinan, the largest 
diamond ever found, which was cut 
up into a number of smaller stones 
when presented to King Edward. by 
the Transvaal, is perhaps the only 
diamond of renown whose history 
ix not one line of murders and rop- 
beries.

The Transvaal State ‘paid $750,000 
for the Cullinan in its uncut state, 
It weighed: 12,099 grains, or 1.37 
pounds avoirdupois. It was found 
by Capt. Frederick Wells, manager of 
the Cullinan mines in South Africa, 
while walking home one evening froin 
work. 

He saw a glassv gleam between two 
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largest diamond man ever saw. He 
Guietly turned the stone over to his 
employer, who peacefully sold it to 
the Government. 

In striking contrast to the prosaic 
pedigree of the Cullinan, stand the

In this.manner the Moghul em- 
perors of Delhi, the most powerful 
rulers of India before the coming of 
the British, got possession of the 
Koh-i-noor, and it became with them 
a sort of talisman. They kept it for 
two centuries.

These two centuries furnished in- 
cidents in connection with the gem 
which brought back wih startling 
and tragic’ vividness an old Hindu 
curse, that whosoever diverted the 
Koh-i-noor from the ancient house 
of Vikramaditya, the greatest Hindu 
ruler of antiquity, should die a mis- 
erable death. Assassination and re- 
volt marked these two centuries of 
the Moghul’s rule; monarch succeed- 
ed monarch, often to die by his son’s 
hand, often driven by desperation to 
perish by his own hand. 

Then in 1739 came Nadir Shah, ru- 
ler of Persia, who ousted the Em- 
peror and carried off plunder esti- 
mated at $500,000,000, including the 
famous peacock throne, made of pre- 
ous stones, and the Koh-i-noor. But

HE uncanniest baseball games i. 
T America todav, perhaps, are 
those played every clear after- 
noon by two scrub “nines” of incura- 
ble madmen at the Poorhouse branch 
cf the St. Louis Insane Asylum. Mad- 
men shuffle forth to the plate, dis- 
criminate between “balls” and 
“strikes” and smite“at a tunatic pitch- 
er’s curves as if venting all the pent- 
up fury of a homicidal mania. 

In case a hit is made the ball is 
eagerly pursued, while the batter 
flees around the bases as if chased 
by his own delusions. From a dimin- 
utive “grandstand,” erected by the 
city, wild squeals of applause peal 
from maniac ‘‘fans,’’ and above the 
bedlam “roars the din of a madman 
umpire’s decisions. 

That the “mad baseball team’’ can 
really play ball is shown by the fact 
that picked members of the two 
“nines” recently “smothered” a team 
romposed. of -contractors, which had 
the rashness to challenge them, and 
the contractors were all normal men, 
too. At the end o: nine innings the 
score stood: Lunatics 10, Contrac- 
tors 1. On this occasion,. to insure 
impartiality, an interne from another 
city institution acted as umpire. 

There was a situation unusually 
‘grim, say spectators, when the mad 
first baseman, a gigantic negro in- 
carcerated for attempting the life of 
the then Postmaster Wyman, shout- 
ed, “Kill the Umpire.”’ It is said tha‘ 
a kleptomanic distinguished himself 
by the dexterity with which he ‘“‘pil- 
fered the bases,’ and that a patient 
with St. Vitus’ dance performed, with 
more or less involuntary fidelity, the 
motions of a “rooter” at oF aca 
game. However, these may be pleas- 
antries, says Supt. Anderson, whose 
innovations at the Insane Asylum ad- 
junct of which he has charge, are 
making him a leader in modern care 
of the insane.

_Mr, Anderson's theory, which is 
supported by the litest opinions of 
alienists, is that while a man may be 
irretrievably crazy on one ssubjert, 
his mental attitude toward all other 
subjects may be normal. Thus, re- 
Iigious delusions, convictions that one 
is Napoleon; Roosevelt or some other 
eminent man, or s’icidal manias may 
not prevent men from being first- 
class ballplayers. It is Mr. Ander- 
son’s ‘belief that afflicted unfortu- 
nates like those under his care should 
be kept aloof from their special de- 
lusions as much as possible, and that 
this can be best done by affording in- 
nocent physical exercise and re. ea- 
tion. 
“That his theory is correct is indi- 
‘¢ated by the fact that he discharges 
as cured an average cf six persons a 
year, though all the patients sent to 
him have been declared “incurable” 
bj the physicians of the Insane Asy- 
lim proper. Besides 600 paupers, 
there are about 800 i: sane under hia 
charge. Of these about 200 are able 
either to take part ix the daily ball 
games or to cheer the players from 
the “grandstand.” ‘

These 
are usually occupied by maniac “fan- 
ettes,’’ who shrill their plaudits when 
the Hoffmans, Cobbs, Waeagners anf 
Mathewsons of the Asylum get inte 
play. 

The skill of these lunatic players 
may throw some light on the fact that 
there are at large in big-loague base- 
ball this year a ‘“‘Bugs’”’ Raymond, ar 
“Erratic Rube” Waddell, a “Wile 
Bill” Donovan and a “Dummy” Tay- 
lor.

In fact, there are alienists like Dr. 
Marc Ray Hughes of St. Louis who 
believe that the annual visitation of 
baseball enthusiasm . which sweeps 
America every summer is a mild form 
of dementia, which it is not strange 
to find raging in an insane asylum. 

“A throng of baseball devotees,” 
wrote Dr. Hughes recently, “exhibits 
the phenomenon known as contagion 
of impulse, which has been recognized 
by alienists as the motive power of 
mob rule and lynching Both baseba}] 
enthusiasts and members of mobs 
have mentalities which neuropaths 
described as unstable. One could not 
Say that either have manias, but they 
would predicate in } tn a patholox- 
ical condition, a lack of development 
of the powers of inhibition, or self- 
constraint. 

“It is certain that 1.0 strong, sane 
man, with well-developed habits of 
self-control, would permit himself to 
jeer, hoot, shout and run wild over a 
baseball game. There is no doubt 
that the baseball ‘fan’ has neuralis- 








tic tendencies. His type, with its 
weakness of self-restraint, is pecu- 
liarly susceptible to possession Dy 
matnias. 

“In every baseball gathering there 
are a few individuals, usually belong- 
ing to an inferior mental stratum, 


whose powers of self- sntrol are ab- 
normally weak. The slightest shock, 
like a base hit, is sufficient to de- 
stroy the equilibrium of their emo- 
tions. In their brains the neurones, 
or nerve cells, are arranged like a

small. Scores might be opened without the sight 
of a single treasure to reward the seeker. If the 
oyster had any free will in the matter at all— 
and it is hard to associate the oyster with ‘he 
idea of free will—why should a single specimen 
yield the sliining jewel while its comrades for 
yards around were content to lie in unproductive 
sloth? The conditions of temperature, food and 
location were identical. Why; then, these differ- 
ences in activity? 

The Chinese had solved the problem ever be- 
fore it had presented iiself to the Western mind. 
The guileless Celestial knew how the milk ot 
into the cocoanut, or rather the pearl into the 
oyster shell, long before the Western mind had 
evolved the poetic but not very profound theo-y 
that pearls were congealed dewdrops, althouzh 
how the dewdrop penetrated the bivalve was 
never clearly stated. 

The dewdrop theory finally gave way to the 
more tolerable belief that pearls were the eggs 
of the oyster; but even then no one seems to 
have wondered why the number of pearl-bearing 


-oysters should be so small and at a time when 


race suicide had not become a human, much less 
than an animal, failing. 

But to return to the Chinese, who ws at work 
upon this problem many centuries ago, but who 


has never shown any great eage:ness to share | 


his knowledge with the “white devils” of the out- 
side world. The Chinese speedily discovered that 
the pearl was due to nothing more than an Pt- 
tempt on the part of the o ster to protect him- 
self from the irritation of 9 foreien intrusion, 
such as a grain of sand, }nio his shell. 


The oyster, beneath a rough and forbidding ex- 
terior, concez's a tender and sensitive nature, 
and it will sometimes happen that a fragment of 
rock or an atom of shell is washed by the tide 
into his fortress, and refuses to be dislodged. 
Making a virtue of necessity and annoyed by the 
angularities of the unwelcome guest, he proceeds 
to cover it smoothly with a secretion similar 10 
the nacre with which he lines the interior of his 
own shell, and the result is a pearl. The process 
is simplicity itself when vou know how it is done, 
and the ingenious Chinese proceeded at once to 
turn his discovery to his own advantage. 

Dr. D. T. Macgowan, in the Journal of the So- 
ciety of Arts, tells us something of a process that 
is now no longer secret. The shells are gently 
separated and the nucleus of the pear] .is in- 
serted under the fleshy mantle within. A small 
fragment of mud is used for the nucleus or else 
a tiny leaden image of some god. When these 
have been placed in position the shells are #l- 
lowed to close, and the animal is carefully placed 
in a stream of water and fed regularly with ma- 
nure. When the shells are opened the inserted 
articles, finely coated with nacre, are removed. 
As a rule, the original nucleus, grain of sand or 
leaden ‘mage. is extracted from the pear! and the 
cavity left by it is filled with wax. 

Since that time the manufacture of artificial 
pearls has become an extensive industry, in which 
the Japanese have especially excelled. A large 
area af sea bottom im the Province of Shima 18 
devoted wholly to the purpose, and it 's said ‘hat 
a million oysters have been laid down. al! .of 


unfortunate animals are coating to their own de 
struction. Four years are allowed for the process, 
and the resulting pearls, while by no means per- 
fect, are sufficiently attractive in appearance to 
have a market value 

That they are not equal to the pearls naturaily 
produced is a proof that something still remains 
to be learned. Evidently the oyster himself is 
yet In tenacious possession of exclusive info’ma- 
tion. The artificial pearl is not so beautiful, it 
is not so well shaped, and its lower surface is 
usually without any luster at all. Such pearls 
are therefore unsuitable for necklaces, vut they 
can be readily adapied to these other forms of 
jewelry wherein only half. the pearl is in’ sight, 
such as rings and brooches. It may be that the 
oyster, although he igs notoriously uncommittal, 
can yet be persuaded to give up his secret. Time 


and continued experiment may show the mystery 
of his workshop. 


UNDERGROUND STREAMS 
FOUND BY SOUND 


A rational device for finding undeiground cur- 
rents of water has been invented by a French- 
man named Dienert. It was suggested by the 
instrument known as Daguin’s acoustele—a de- 
vice for the analysis of sounds, looking some- 
what like a megaphone. To use it a hole about 
a foot deep is sunk in the earth and the large end 
of the horn is placed in it, tubes attached to the 
small end being inserted in the ea s. If there is 
underground running water anywhere in the vi- 
cinity it may be heard plainly. the sound re 
sembling that of the wind in a forcs:. Still water, 
of course, cannot be.detected. Experiments w'th 
this ns'rument near known sub:erranean streams 
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them containing the irritating nuclei, which thehave succeeded ~ ell. 
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The most spectacular feature of these prepara-~ 
tions is the construction of the im: -ense and elab- 
orate floats for the historical and carnival pa- 
geants scheduled to take place on Tuesday, Sept.

Jammon, the pastor. Extracts from 
he address are given below:

BY L. O. WHITNEL. 


SHALL attempt to review the 
proceedings, judgment and set- 

tence of the courts in the most fa- 
nous trial in the judicial history of 
mankind—the trial of the Galilean 
peasant, Jesus of Nazareth. 

A careful study of the subject con- 
vinces me that in the formation of 
Jewish law and procedure thereunder 
the purpose of the. Hebrew was to 
mae it impossible to convict an in- 
nocent person. I shall not undertake 
to give a synopsis of all the rules and 
principles established by Moses and 
his successors as sacred guards in the 
matter of Jewish liberty and life: 
but I will mention some of the most 
important, which directly applied, or 
should have applied, in the epochal! 
hearing before the Great Sanhedrin. 

The Jewish law prohibited all pro- 
ceedings in courts at night. The 
Sanhedrin was required to sit after 
the morning sacrifice and to adjown 
before the evening sacrifice. 

No man was permitted to condemn 
or convict himself. No plea of guilty 
could be accepted by the Sanhedrin. 
the high court of the Jews. 

An accused man, under the Jewish 
sistem, could no’ be subjected to pr'i- 
vate or secret examination. It wus 
feared that in such a situation he 
might furnish testimony against him- 
self. 

No Hebrew couit could hold ses- 
sions on a Sabbath or a feast day o: 
op a day preceding a Sabbath or 

feast. day. 

In cases of capital crime, such as 
when the prisoner was charged with 
biasphemy, the trial could not be 
commenced on Friday or on the da; 
previous to any holiday. The reason 
Was that in such cases it was not 
lawful to adjourn the court longer 
than over night, and the trial could 
not continue over Sabbath or a hoii- 
day. 


While the Jewish law permitted a 
verdict of acquittal on the day the 
rial commeficed, it prohibited a ver- 

dict of guilty when it entailed the 
imposition of a death sentence on 
the day the trial commenced. In such 
ense the trial could not be concluded 
before the following day. 

Tx the trial of a capital case before 
the Great Sanhedrin, the law was 
that if all judges voted to convict or 
the first day of the trial, this hud 
the effect of acquittal; a unanimous: 
verdict being invalid. 

Under the code of Moses, the Sa:.- 
hedrin could not conduct or hear a 
capital case anywhere except in the 
apartment of the Temple at Jerusa.

inate charges: it could only inveswu- 
gate» those brought before it. There 
could be no official accusers or pros- 
ecutors. The only prosecutors rec- 
ognized b¥Y the Jewish law were the 
witnesses to the crime, and under 
that law the witnesses who furnished 
the testimony upon which to con- 
vict were the legal executioners, and 
upon them rested the rave and sol- 
emn duty of executing the pr‘soner 
when the death penalty was imposed. 

At least two witnesses were re- 
quired to convict. Moreover, unless 
the witnesses agreed in all essential 
details, their evidence had to be re- 
jected as inadmissable under the 
law. 

5o sacred was human life to the 
Jews that even though the requisite 
number of the Sanhedribists voted ‘o 
convict, no judgment or sentence 
could be pronounced under the law 
until the third day from the day on 
which the vote was cast. During the 
interval of thesé three days the judg¢2s 
were required to refrain from the u:« 
of liquors and from excessive eati ey 
and solemnly consider the vote they 
had cast.

Rome cared but little for religion, 
and hence under tLe Roman law no 
punishment was provided for religious 
offenses, even blasphemy being no 
crime, no violation of Roman law, It 
was the crime of treason that Rome 
considered most dangerous -to the per- 
petuation of her power. The Roman 
law had no provision whereby of- 
fenders were executed by stoning. He 
who was convicted of treason against 
the Roman Government was crucified 
upon the cross. 
Such was the Hebrew and the Ro- 
man law by which Christ was tried. 
When Rome conquered Judea, An- 
nas was Chief or High Priest presid- 
ing over the Great Sanhedrin, and was 
in a practical sense the King of the 
Jews. Afterwards, when Annas as 
High Priest broke the Roman law by 
putting to death prisoners convicted 
under the Hebrew law, Caesar, 
through the Governor of Judea, re- 
quired his removal. Nevertheless, he 
had such influence t.at his sons in 
succession, four in number, were af- 
terwards designated as High Priests 
of the Sanhedrin, and following th'‘s, 


‘his son-in-law, Cafaphas, was made 


High Priest. During all this time, 
Annas, then growing old, exercised a 
paramount influence in the adminis- 
tration of Hebrew law. Annas and 
his tribe were speculators and greedy 
accumulators of wealth, who per- 
verted the law and by their acts ac.

had assembled in the dead hours cf 
the night at the house of Calaphas to 
try the prisoner. In the darkness of 
the night the trial proceeded, Many 


witnesses were called, but were found. 


to be false witnesses, and, moreover, 
they agreed not together. 

Finally. Caiaphes became enraged 
and disgusted. He stood up in their 
midst and said unto Jesus: “Answer- 
est thou nothing? What is it which 
these witness against Thee?” But the 
Master, comprehending the utter use- 
leseness of defense, remained silent. 
Doubtless, too, Jesus !new that even 
Caiaphas was powerless under the law 
to make Him. give evidence against 
Himself. But again Caiaphas raid: 
“Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 


Blessed?” Remaining silent no long- 


er, the Nazarene answered: “Ye say 
that I am.’ 

‘Thereupon the High Priest rent h's 
clothes and exclaimed: “What fur- 
ther need have we of witnesses? Y= 
have heard the blasphemy; what 
think ye?” And then it is recorded 
that by unabimous vote the Sanhed- 
rin ordered that Jesus be put ‘o 
death. 

Be jit remembered were that the fol 
lowers of Christ were Jews; that He, 
Himself, was of that great race. It 
is wholly unfair to charge the Jew- 
ish people, as a race, with seeking His 
destruction. It is a fact that at the 
time Annas and his co-conspirators 
were engaged in His prosecution they 
had with them but few people in com- 
parison with the whole number con- 
stituting the inhabitants of Judea. 

Another consultation was held the 
next morning and the whole counsel 
decided that they were powerless to 


celerated Jewish degeneracy. 

Christ preached against this, and 
His doctrine convinced the populace, 
from Galilee to Jerusalem. They be- 
gan to desert the Pharisees, whose 
pride and corruption Jesus boldly de« 
nounced. He pfoclaimed that Annas 
and his followers had rejected the law 
of God and charged tue-a with enslav- 
ing man, with being guilty of hypoc- 
risy, covetousness and oppression; 
He branded them a‘ “whited. sepul- 
chers, full of all uncleanness.”’ 

It was but natural that Annas, his 
sons, Caiaphas, his son-in-law, and the 
members of the Sanhedrin under 
him became enraged and alarmed py 
such revolutionary doctrines. The 
followers of Annas and Caiaphas ot 
last determined to secure the person 
of Christ secretly and afterwards put 
Him to death. 

In that day no crime was 80 odious 
to the Jewish people as that of bilas- 
phemy. Even the love of the com- 
mon people for Jesus would not pre- 
vent them from deserting Him if they 
were brought to believe He was guilty 
of this horrible offense. If, there- 
fore, He was convicted of blasphemy 
by the Great Sanhedrin, the peopie 
would submit and approve. 

Jesus was taken in the night time 
and led before Annas. [t is not clear 
why they should have taken Him to 
Annas. The conclusion must be drawn 
that Annas was anxious to conduct a 
private examination of t..e Christ in 
order that he might with more cer- 
tainty plan for the trial. 

The Sanhedrin, contrary to the law, 
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carry out the sentence of death until 
they should receive the consent of 
Rome th:ough Pontius Pilate. The 
Jews well enew that it would not sut- 
fice to say. that Jesus had been found 
guilty of blasphemy, because blas- 
phemy was ‘not an offense against 
the Roman law. 

So they hed to trump up a charge 
that would be in violation of the Ro- 
man lew,

The record upon which the sentence 
of the Sanhedrin and Pil: te, the Jew- 
ish and Roman condemnations, rests 
is full of error. The prosecution was 
instigated by the enemies of the ac- 
cused. In the arrest the Christ was 
abused; He was betrayed by His 
disciple; he was subjected to private 
examination; His enemies preferréd 
the charges against Him in the Jew- 
ish Court; the judges of that court 
were His prosecutors; they sought for 
false witnesses against Him, those

were found buried beneath the floor ‘of * the 
cellar. ~. a 

Shortly thereafter it was discovered that this 
underground apartment communicated with a 
subterranean passageway leading to 
shore. Further investigation, however, disclosed 
the fact that the outlet had been closed at some 
remote period by the caving. in of the roof near 
its mouth, ‘That the passageway ‘had been much 
traversed in times gone by was evidenced by 
the worn and compact condition of the floor. 

Petersburg was fotinded by John’ Tanner, the 
first Baptist minister to settle in Kentucky, who, 
in 1786, erected the first house built on the site 
of the town. 

In 1788 the Tanners. were reinforced by. the 
arrival of JohnSeft, William West, John Sim- 
mons, Johi Hindman and’ their families. With- 
in a short ‘time a Jittle settlement comprising 
some forty souls sprang into existence. It was 
called Tanner's Station. | 

With the advent of these new families the Tan- 
ner residence was converted into a fort wherein 
all the inhabitants of the settlement sought safety 
during. times of peril. It was<also used. as A 
church, and: there; every Sabbath, Jobn. Tanner

West and Allan Hindman to continue the fight. 
They reached the rocks and took refuge in s 
large pass, where, in a measure protected by huge 
bowlders, they determined to make a final stand 

For two days the be:eag iered hunters withstood 
the siece. «nen reinforcements came to their 
foes. 

At this critical juncture Ezra .‘anner made i 
proposition that the Indian chieftain meet him in 
single combat, with the lives of himself and his 
companions ag stakes. Despite the objections of 
West and Hindman, who, well-knowing the 
treacherous nature of the red men, endeavoreil 
to dissuade him, Tanner maintained kis resolve, 
urging his companions to escape while the in- 
terest of the foe was centered upon the impend- 
ing combat. The chief accepted the challenge 
and tomahawks were chosen as weapons. 

The scene of the conflict was a large. 
topped bowlder known as Table Rock. The 
struggle lasted for an hour. It resulted in the 
death of the chieftain, Tanner having cleft his 
skull with a blow. The whites were immediately 
attacked. All were scalped and left for dead. 
One survived. Hindman, wounded unto death 
and with his skull laid bare, dragged himseif 
b to the settlement to relate with his dying 
breath the details. 

One year after the expedition another son et 
Tanner, 12 years old, was attacked and torn to

Shor* 
ly thereafter his eldest surviving son, John, wa: 
captured and carried into captivity by Indians 
and within the year the last.of his sons was cap- 
‘ured by the same band. 

The reunion of these brothers in captivity is 
one of the most romantic incidents in the annals 
of pioneer days. The younger brother died in 
captivity. Several years after the capture of his 
last remaining child, John Tanner followed hisr 
good wife to une Great Beyond, and, in the course 
of time even Tanner's Siation, in name, was no 
more. 

Some vears after the death of his father, young 
Tanner returned to the scene wi his boyhood. 
But he was greatly altered. He had grown to 
manhood among the Indians and become imbued 
with many of their manners. His heart and sou! 
were wrapped in the nomadic life of tae savages: 
he had caught the'r restless, roving disposition, 
which was, perhaps, to a great extent hereditary, 
and the atmospher> of the white man’s lodge 
stifled him. wut Pan Cupid gripped his heart- 
strings and led him bick into the byways of civ- 
ilizution. Ig 

Fairest among the village maidens was a bea’- 
tiful girl named Mary Rodgers. Jonn Tanner 
met her and her face drew t.e reckless man back 
from the path t> ..e wilderness. After a brief 
courtship tney were married an took up thei! 
abode .n the Old Fort.” Several years passed. 
No children wet. born to the Tarners and. the 
man grew moocy and restless. 

The place was becoming too large for him. 
Houses that were as mansions compared with his 
humble d_ eicile sprang into exirtence, and on 
every side stretched iteas of cultivated fields 
where but a few years before had waved virgin 
forests. He maae protracted e-cursions into the 
woods, each of these being of greater duration 
than ‘ts predecess 7 

Then, one nig. t, the call of the wila came to 
John Tanner and the scenes c* his youth knew 
him no more. His disappearance was complete. 
Days later, neighbors, reeing no signs of life 
about the place, entered the house to find it de- 
serted. Everything, however, was in perfect or- 
der. 

In a corner sat a spinning wheel, upon which 
was a bit of unfinished work. The bed was neatly 
made and the furniture ranged about the room in 
an orderly manner. But the embers in the fire- 
place were black and cold, and a cat mewing 
plaintively from the hearthstone was the only 
sign of animation. 

The people concluded that Tanner had returned 
to the Indians and had prevailed upon his young 
wife to accompany him. For a time the inci- 
dent was remembered, but the rush of events 
that shaped the destiny of the growing village 
consigned it to oblivion. Brt for many days 
the good mothers of tue little town saw limned 
before their mental vision the gentle féatures of 
Mary Rodgers, and their hearts misgave them. 
when they thought of her life among the savage 
tribes of the great Northwest. 

When the-_recent discoveries were made in the 
cellar of the “Old Fort’? some of the older peo- 
ple remembered the tales their grandpavents had 
told of the Tanner romance and asked themselves 
in whispers if it were not possible that John 
Tanner’s wife had died by the hand of her rene- 
gade husband! Such a, theory is but a bare 
thread of evidence upon which to base the solu- 
tion of a crime committed beyond the memory 
of any man living today; but the more imagina- 
tive remember that Tanner was heard from at in- 
tervals during the Indian troubles in the North- 
west, always as a renegade—a Man self-alienated 
from his race—and the theory gains strength and 
credence.

surprised his parents by conducting 
simple chemical experiments, after 
the fashion of his father, whom he 
watched in the laboratory. Between 
the ages of 4 and 6 years he suc- 
ceeded in fermenting alcohol in crude 
fashion out of potato peelings, using 
stills made out of tin cans. The cook 
allowed him to use the washhouse for 
his laboratory and furnished him with 
all the potato peelings he required. 

At the age of 6 he was sent to the 
regular school in London. His pa- 
rents moved to New York at this 
time, leaving him in the care of an 
uncle, Samuel Bashford, who was a 
brewer. 

He did not like his uncle and ran 
away. A band of gypsies took him 
in and dressed him in gypsy fashion. 








After remaining with the gypsies 








, for two years, Prof. Bashford was 


given in the charge of a man who ex- 
ploited the ash piles of London. 
was obliged to sift ashes for bits of 


himself. He became fascinated with 
the work and determined that the aim 
of his life would be to make more 
compounds than anyone had _ ever 
made. He applied himself zealously 
to making up new formulas’ and 
proved himself a valuable financial 
asset to Sir John Cooke, who saw in 
the bov a rare chemical genius. 

At the age.of 14 the young aprren- 
tice felt that he had learned about 
all that his teacher could give him 
and left hin in Manchester, England, 
coming to America, where he workea 
for several months for a number of 
small firms. He had learned con- 
siderable about making soft driuls 
from Sir John Cooke ani a‘ this tin-e 
introduced Belfast al2, a new bev- 
erage for this country. 

Uncles of the boy saw a bright fu- 
ture for him and induced him to go 
back to Fngland. For a number of 
years he traveled, mostly in the com- 
gany of uncles, in Eurore. 

At times he took special work under 
professors at the universities of Paris, 
Rerlin, Bonne and Vienna and be- 


came known to the chemists of Eu-’ 


rope as a wonder. He wae soon able 
to pose as an expert in syntheti-: 
chemistry and received fair suma of 
money for ideas in compounds never 
thought of before. When Bashfori 
was 20 years old London Polytechnic 
College was started and he was called 
to the chair of applied chemistry, 
which he accepted. 





For three years Prof. Bashford re- 
mained on the/faculty of London 
Polytechnic College. He became ac- 
quainted with the leading chemists 
of the world, who called upon him to 
ask his opinion on various’ experi- 
ments which they were conducting. 
Large manufacturing concerns offered 
him such tempting inducements that 
he finally resigned his position ana 
determined to apply his energies to 
commercial pursuits. 

Some time prior to accepting his po- 
sition at London Polytechnic Coi- 
lege, Prof. Rashford had discovered 
the possibilities in the field of man- 
ufactured drinks, extracts and other 
preparations artificially. By analzing

Prof. Bashford claims to be the 
originator of practically all the bogus 
and adulterated preparations on the 
market. He says: 

“Il can aduberate anything we eat 
or drink in such a way that it can- 
not be told from the pure article ex- 
cept by a most careful chemical 
analysis. I was the original adultera- 
tor and introduced the art of manu- 
facturing bogus and adulterated pre- 
parations. . 
s 

“Manufacturers were eager for my 
services because I could teach them 
how to make preparations that could 
not be told from the original, at a 
small percentage of the cost of the 
genuine article. I can safely say that 
I originated all the standard brands 
of artificial and adulterated prepara- 
tions on the market today 

“I have worked,” says Prof. Bash- 
ford, “for almost every large food, 
drug and liquor house in the country 
and in almost every large city of the 
United,States and Europe. I know 
every Standard trade secret and carry 
the formulas for them in a notebook 
tied to my hip pocket, but I can re- 
cite most of them from memory. Al- 
together I have about 60,000 formulas 
for about 25,000 preparations. 

“T taught brewers how to make beer 
without brewing it. I showed the 
‘moonshiners’ of Georgia how to 
make more money by adulterating 
their whisky. 

“Just before the passage of the pure 
food and drugs act in 1896 I wrote a 
series of articles for the Sioux City 
Tribune on the ‘Confessions of an 
Adulterator.’' In these I exposed the 
frauds in food, drug and liquid prepa- 
rations on the market, and they were 
copied widely all over the country. 
The subsequent agitation caused the 
enactment of the pure food and drugs 
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Brookport, Ill., has a theory 

about weather which he is pro- 
mulgating in pamphlet form. He 
ergues that recent climatic changes 
are due to the release of coal gas in 
the atmosphere, due to the enormous 
ccnsumption of coal. 

In his pamphiet he says in part: 

“Where formerly winter locked the 
streams for weeks at a time under @ 
thick coat of ice, and the earth was 
mantled in snow, we now have mild, 
often rainy weather, broken occasion- 
ally by a short-lived blizzard.

“Let us go back and study the 
weather conditions as they must have 
been ages ago at the period when the 
coal beds were being formed. We 
can obly reason and theorize as to 
ancient climatic conditions, but sci- 
entists have pretty well agreed to 
this: That the coal beds were

In 1896 he unearthed 
the big Kansas shale frauds, when 
scores of companies were getting peo- 
ple to invest their savings in alleged 
gold mines, said to be located in Kan- 
sas. His articles on the frauds, writ- 
ten for a Kansas City newspaper 
angered the promoters of the scheme 
and plots to kill the professor failed 
only because he left the State. 

Prof. Bashford has done considera- 
ble work for municipalities in the 
analysis of their water and milk sup- 
ply. He has written a large number 
of books and articles, ar:ong them be- 
ing: “Trades Secrets,” “Assaying 
Fasy,” “Extracts and How to Make 
Them,” “The Fabrication of Beer,” 
“Characteristics of Good Drinking
